According to a survey made by'the. Department of Agricul- 


ture what are known as 'commercial apples iwill be more plen- 
tiful this year than they were last.' By commercial apples is to 
be understood those that are shipped to market in barrels, and 
not the fancy fruit that is put up in boxes like oranges. This 
year's crop will be .'far-from'a''record breaker, .but it will be 
larger than that of '1917 and will, if properly conserved, be 
adequate to the needs of the country: -VVithqut doubt prices 
will be high, owing:to the high levels of the.prices of. all food 
commodities, but the crop will be. such that the fruit will be 
available to the average family throughout the country if not 
toomiichof it is allowed to go to waste.

And ri^ht here is a subject worthy of the attention of the 


aiitlipritits and all otliers wl.io are laboi»g in the interest of 
conservation.--.At such a time as this not a single bushel of ap- 
ples should be. was'led.".in sections.where the crop is:large 
thousands of bushels rot on the ground every year and no 
allenlion is paid to the matter, but nothing of the kind should 
be allowed to. take place this year. •Arrangements should be 
made for saving every npple, even if it is necessary to trans- 
port poor people fronV,the cities to the. orchards.to pick up 
those which would b'the'rwise be wasted and take them home.
